This is tho ultimatum issued by the 
representatives of the two unions in­ 
volved in the difficulty after a meeting 
had been held to consider the action 
of the railroads Is asking the federal 
government to Intervene and endeavor 
to bring about a settlement by media­ 
tion, along the lines provided by the 
Erdm ann act. 
The movement by tho 
general managers to have the matter 
adjusted by arbitration 
was consid­ 
ered at considerable 
length by the 
union representatives, but tho pro [jo­ 
sh ion was finally rejected and a reso­ 
lution passed refusing to arbitrate the 
wage scale question with anybody. 
The 
general managers 
Thursday 
night for the first time admitted that 
the situation was grave. 
The crisis 
was intensified by the 
fact that no 
compromise had been effected with 
tho representatives of the 50,000 loco­ 
motive firemen who are here negotiat­ 
ing for higher wages and an eight-hour 
day. 
Another conference 
was held 
between the general managers’ asso­ 
ciation and a committee representing 
the firemen but nothing by way of a 
settlement was accomplished. 
Secretary Blason Thompson of the 
general manager’s association said: 
"W e are waiting 
to see what the 
government will do. 
W e do not ex­ 
pect to hear directly In answer to our 
request 
that 
the whole 
difficulty 
should he arbitrated along the lines 
suggested by the Erdm ann act, but 
we believe that when the labor lead­ 
ers involved in the 
troubles receive 
word from Washington that the gov­ 
ernment 
has been asked 
to take a 
hand in the matter, that the represen­ 
tatives of the union w ill look at the 
m atter In a different light and will be 
willing to submit the question to ar­ 
bitration. 
W e are
